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[PRESIDENT NOT 
ABLE TO ACT IN 
GOMPERS CASE 


Official Statement From the 


White House Says Matter 
Is Still Before: Court. 
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HE IS KEPT INFORMED 





Will Be Ready to Express His 
Opinion of Court’s Action 
When Time Comes. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—In an of- 
ficial statement issued at the White 
House today in regard to presidential 
interference in the case of President 
Gompers, Vice-President Mitchell and 
Secretary Morrison, of the American 
Federation of Labor, now under sen- 
tence for contempt of court, atten- 
tion is called to the fact: that’ the 
cases are still before the courts and 
that no matter what the President’s 
opinion may be as to the justness of 
the sentences imposed he cannot take 
any action looking to pardon or ex- 
press any opinion | as to the merits of 
the cases. 

The text of the statement follows: 

‘Various appeals have been made to 
the President to interfere by pardons 
in the case of Mr. Gompers and his as- 
sociates. Those making the appeals are 
unaware of the fact that the matter 
is still before the courts. It is a civil 
suit between private parties, and there 
has been no way by which the Govern- 
ment could have intervened, even if it 
has desired to do so. 

Can't Take Action Now. 

“Whether the President does or does 
not think athe sentence of Mr. Gompers 
and his associates excessive is not at 
present of consequence, because he can- 
not take any action or express any 
opinions while the case is pending be- 
fore the courts. When the decision is 
made, then the President can reply 
Whether he considers the terms of im- 
prisonment are excessive or improper. 

“But it fs, of course, impossible for 
the President to act while an appeal is 
pending, for he has nothing whatever 
to act about, . The courts must finish 
with the case first and the defendants 
are at the present moment. at liberty on 
bail. If the defendants seé fit to aban- 
don their appeal the matter will, of 
course, be brought jo the President, in 
which case there will be immediate ac- 
tion. 

Will Be Kent Informed. 

“But the defendants have a perfect 
right to prosecute their appeal and if 
unsuccessful in the final court, then ask 
for a pardon or commutation. But as 
long as they are prosecuting an appeal, 
the President has nothing to do in the 
matter. \ 

“The President has already instructed 
the Department of Justice to keep him 
fully informed as to the progress of the 
case so that in the event of its becom- 
ing proper for him to act he may have 
at his disposal all of the facts which 
will enable him to decide if there was 
justification for some punishment and 
whether the sentence is or is not alto- 
gether too severe. 

“But at present the President has no 
more to do with the case than with the 
case of the $29,000,000. fine imposed by 
Judge Landis on the Standard Oil Co.. 
which is also in the hands of the courts 
on an appeal.”’

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 26.—It is said 
that Andrew Carnegie has put up about 
$150,000 in order to clean Pittsburg up 
morally, following the municipal bribery 
scandal. 

The story told in the fashionable Du- 
quesne Club and the Pittsburg Club is 
that the same men who told Pittsburg 
conditions to President Roosevelt als 
went to Andrew Carnegie and laid an 
array of facts before him.

Secret Service Chief and Oth- 
ers Lose Lives During 
Battle on Island. 








MOSCOW, Dec. 26.—Baron Cotte, chief 
of the secret political police, was Killed 
and Col. Muraki was wounded in a 
fierce encounter today with revolution- 
ists intrenched in a suburban villa. Dur- 
ing the fight several policemen were 
killed and others were wounded. Troops 
were summoned to the aid of the police 
and a desperate battle ensued. Artil- 
lery finally had to be brought up to 
bombard the villa before the revolution- 
ists were subdued. 

Battle on Island. 
’ The’ occurrence is the most serious 
since the uprising of December, 196. 

The villa where the fighting took place 
occupies a strategic position on Elk 
Island. an islet in the river near Mos- 
cow that is a favorite summer resort. 
The leaders of a revolutionary organil- 
zation were holding a meeting in the 
house. 

The police learned of the affair and 
surrounded the villa. As they approach- 
ed the house the revolutionists opened 
fire. This resistance was unexpected and 
the police withdrew. “Then infantry 
were sent for and with this reinforce- 
ment a second advance was made. 

Forced Back Second Time. 

The police and the soldiers had to re- 
tire a second time and it was in this 
encounter that Haron Cotte was killed 
and Col. Muraki wounded. Several sol 
diers lost their lives. 

When the artillery appeared a few 
well directed shots put an end to the 
trouble. The losses sustained by the 
réyolutionists are not known, but they 
are doubtless heavy.

CHARTER IS LOST

The anti-trust suit filed by Circuit At- 
torney Sager to annul the charter of the 
$20,000,000 Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. came to an end Saturday 
when Judge Taylor in the Circuit Court 
sustained the demurrer of the lighting 
company to the State’s petition. 

Discussing the State's allegations that 
the Union Electric Co. ‘s a monopoly 
operating in violation of the State’s 
anti-trust laws, Judge Taylor said the 
State had failed in its information to 
set forth that the lighting company had 
formed an agreement with other corpo- 
rations for the purpose of restraining 
competition. 


Definition of a Monopoly, 

Judge Taylor declared that under the 
rulings of the Supreme Court a monop- 
oly consists of two or more corpora- 
tions ‘‘combining or agreeing to fix the 
prices of certain articles in trade or 
commerce,” 

The anti-trust law of this State does 
not, however, Judge Taylor contends. 
forbid the consolidation of two or more 
cerporations engaged in the same line 
of business. 

“True, that it is charged,” said Judge 
Taylor, ‘‘that through the use of the 
franchises which belong to the severa!' 
companies which were merged with and 
which made up the respondent corpora- 
tion, it now has a monopoly of the busi- 
ness of selling and distributing elec- 
tricity in the City of St. Louis. Tre 
mere enjoyment of a monopoly jis not 
ground for the forfeiture of a corporate 
franchise. 

Law Doesn't Fit the Case. 

“The laws do not authorize the Court 
to forfeit the charter of a corporation 
acting by itself or to punish an individ- 
ual acting independently of others sim- 
ply beeause it or he has acquired a 
monopoly. 

“Our anti-trust laws, both written 
and unwritten, are directed not 
against individuals acting alone. but 
against combinations, confederations 
and conspiracies which necessarily in- 
volve two or more.” 

Sager’s Contention Untenable. 


Judge Taylor concludea with the 
statement that the action instituted 
by the Circult-Attorney was based on 
the allegation that the consolidation 
of the various companies comprising 
the Union Electric Light ana Power 
Corporation was of itself a violation 
of the State's monopoly statutes. This 
view the Court holds to be untenable. 
_ Judge Taylor directs attention to 
Section 1334 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1899, authorizing two or more cor- 
porations engaged in similar lines of 
business to amalgamate and to enjoy 
the privileges and franchises of each.

had given him such ascendancy as he 
had gained- up to that. time. Mr. 
Spreckels had gone to the Hawatlian Is- 
iands and made himself the virtual 
owner of the sugar cane growing of the 
Pacific Ocean. This was in 1876, just aft- 
er the completion of the first’ reciprocity 
treaty between Kalakaua anad the Unit- 
ed States, admitting Hawalian sugar 
free of duty. 


“I went to the islands for self-protec- 
tion,”’ said Mr. Spreckels, ‘‘and soon be- 


came the largest sugar raiser there.’”’ 
He went over the local situation scien- 
tifically with an engineer before entering 
into operations. But when he began 
work it was upon-a large ccale, form- 
ing the Hawaiian Commercial Co., with 
a paid-up capital of $2,000,0v. 

The report of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations of the United States, in 
speaking of the “advent of Spreckels” 
to the Hawaiian Islands, says: 

“After @ refusal on the part of the 
Hawalian Cabinet to grant a request of 
Mr. Spreckels for water privileges, he 
held a conference in the evening with 
King Kalakaua and another gentleman, 
with the result that the next morning 
the King requested the resignation’ of 
each member of the Cabinet, and the 
following day a new Cabinet was ap- 
pointed, which granted Mr. Spreckels 
his desires.’’ 


Whipped the Sugar Trust. 
But his triumphs served only to bring 
against his single hand the colossal 
power of the American Sugar Refineries 


Co., which has since become known as 
the Sugar Trust. This company viewed 
his lucrative business jealously and 
sought to absorb it. They offered Mr. 
Spreckels $1,000,000 for his interests. But 
Mr. Spreckels did not prove to be the 
man to be bought out of his independ- 
ence for the sake of amalgamation with 
an institution even of such enormous 
wealth as the Sugar Trust, nor to be 
neglectful of the local welfare that was 
more or less dependent upon his person- 
ality. He said that so long as he had a 
doliar in the world he would keep his 
refinery running, and would never con- 
sent to turn into’the street men who had 
faithfully served him, many of 7. 
for 20 and 25 years. 

The trust attempted to coerce — 
els. But it did not know’ him so wel. 
then as it does now. 

For a while Spreckels was at a de- 
cided disadvantage, because of the enor- 
mous profits made by the trust on its 
business in the East and the consequent 
possibility of selling in California at 
a loss, But the disadvantage was quick- 
ly met. With his usual resourcefulness, 
Spreckels conceived the idea of carrying 
the war inté the enemy's own territory. 

Against the strenuous advice and ob- 
jections of his friends, who predicted 
disaster if he attempted to fight the 
trust single-handed, he erected an enor- 
mous refinery at Philadelphia, which is 
the largest and most complete in the 
world, at a-cost of $5,000,000. Spreckels

Missouri by their mother while playing 
in the yard of the residence of his 
friend, W. G. Milford of 5656 Bartmer 
avenue, Deputy sheriffs made the first 
search for Mrs. Isbell and when they 
reported they could not find her, Isbell 
joined in the chase. 

He brought three small diamond neck- 
laces and a lot of other Christmas pres- 
ents to give the little girls and he was 
determined to deliver them in person.

cers. Meanwhile Mrs. Isbell remained 
quietly at the home of a friend. To a 
newspaper man who found her she told 
her story. 

Willing te Care for Children. 

‘I will do anything for my children,”’ 
she said.

I do not ask him to 
help support them. He will never get 
the children with my consent.”’

After three children 
had been born to them she and her hus- 
band found they could no longer live 
together, and Mrs. Isbell brought suit 
for divorce. 

“I was forced to submit to every in- 
dignity at his hands,’’ is her scathing 
denunciation of her husband. The di- 
vorce proceedings ended in her winning 
freedom in 1904 and the, absolute con- 
trol of the children, she says. The lit- 
tle girls were placed in a convent at St. 
Louis. 

Mrs. Isbell admits their father con- 
tributed largely to their support until 
she took them from the institution. She 
says she came to Memphis and desiring 
to have her children with -her went to 
St. Louis after them. 

Detective Found Girls, 

‘My husband threatened legal trouble 
if I tried to bring them out of the 
State,”’ she said. “I hired a detective 
and he found where they were stopping 
with friends of Mr. Isbell. I admit I 
took the children but the court had 
given them to me. And they are mine.”’ 

Since coming to Memphis Mrs. Isbel] 
has built up a flourishing business and 
says she has a sufficient income to keep 
the children. 

“It looks now as if I will be forced 
to give up my business and go some- 
where else to begin again,’’ she said. 
“But I am willing to do it if I have to.” 

According to Mrs. Isbell, letters which 
have aroused her former husband have 
been mailed from Memphis by /some 
anonymous writer saying things \about 
her that are untrue. 

“I am willing to challenge the world 
to prove that I have done nothing wrong 
siice coming to Memphis.”’ she said.

TROOPS MAY GO, TOO 


Clash Piecipitated by Effort 
to Serve Injunction on 
Strikers. 
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SOMERSET, Ky., Dec. 2%6.—Additional 
deputies and ammunition are today be· 
ing hurried to the little mining town of 
Stearns, in Whiteley County, in which 
three men were killed and a number 
wounded yesterday afternoon in a fight 
between striking coal miners and a 
posse led by United States Marshals. 

Although United States Marshal C. 
Sharpe, who heads the forces of law, 
has sent word that he can cope with 
the situation, preparations are being 
made to send United States troops if 
they are needed. 

It was first reported that several min- 
ers were burned to death when flames 
destroyed the Fenau Hotel, from where 
they fired on the deputies when they ap- 
proached to serve notice of an injunc- 
tion on the strikers, but later informa- 
tion says that the only dead are John 
Mullins, a deputy United States Mar- 
shal of Rock Castle, Ky., Richard Moss, 
a miner, and another miner, name un- 
known, burned in the hotel fire. 

Trouble About Injunction. 

Deputy Marshals Tate and Ryan of 
this town, and several miners whose 
names Capt. Sharp did. not know when 
he sent in his report, were wounded. 
The trouble arose from the refusal of 
the miners to obey temporary injunc- 


tion restraining the promotion of a- 


strike against the Stearns Coal Com- 
pany, and the attempt to organize the 
dissatisfied miners into a union. 

When Marshal Sharp and his men ar- 
rived here yesterday afternoon to serve 
the papers they found a dozen miners 
barricaded in the hotel, evidently be- 
lieving that the posse came to use force. 
Refused admittance, the marshals 
started to force their way in, and the 
miners opened fire, 

Two Shot to Death, 


Mullins fell at the first’ volley, and one 
of the strikers dropped when the depu- 
ties returned the fire. The fighting then 
became general, and during the melee, 
the hotel suddenly burst into flames. 
While the miners accuse the deputies 
of setting the fire, its origin has not 
been settled. = 

Finding their refuge untenable, ten of 
the miners rushed through the smoke 
and escaped in the mountains, One, who 
was too badly wounded to get away, 
was captured, and the body of another 
found in the ruins after the fire sub- 
sided. 

The miners are swearing vengeance, 
and their descent in force from the 
mountains is expected.

THE GOMPERS APPEAL. 

It is possible that the courts themselves will do 
more than Congress to settle the controversy as 
‘to contempt proceedings. In the Gompers case in 
the District of Columbia Court nearly every phase 
of contempt is represented. The defendants did 
what they were forbidden to do and in writing 
and in speech they criticised, defied and de- 
nounced the court. It is plain that Judge Wright, 
in his decision, took an extreme view of the of- 
fense and this fact, considered in connection with 
the prominence of the men accused, is almost cer- 
tain to place the case in the bedrock class. 

Ex-Judge Parker, counsel for the Federation of 
Labor, believes that the District Court has ex- 
ceeded its powers in some respects and is con- 
fident that its judgment will be reversed by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. It would be 
a most desirable conclusion to a long and regretta- 
ble agitation if this great tribunal could in one 
epoch-marking decision define contempt of court 
in such a way as to meet the approval of all fair- 
minded men. 
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MR, BUCHANAN’S MISSION. 

W. I. Buchanan, who goes to Venezuela as 
Special Commissioner from the United States, is 
one of the most capable and experienced men in 
the diplomatic service. He is particularly well ac- 
quainted with the people of Latin America, and, 
with the consent of his own Government, he has, 
on several occasions, served various South Amer- 
jean countries most acceptably. He began the 
acquaintance which has made him so useful in 
this field at the world’s fairs held in Chicago 
and in Buffalo. Since the close of the Exposition 
in the last-named place he has been in South 
America almost constantly, most of the time as 
Minister to the Argentine Republic. In this ca- 
pacity he arbitrated several disputes between

corruption fe America is to be found in the fact 
that many ov its practitioners can be bought 
In Pittsburg, as in every 
other city where bribery has been exposed, some 
aldermen sold their votes for $5 and others for 
a handful of street car tickets. Always in such 
cases a few dominant rascals get most of the 
money and hold their followers in line by dis- 
bursing mere pittances. 

This shows more plainly than anything else 
the low character of many of the men whom 
Americans elect to city councils. They might 
deliberately rake the slums and stews of their 
great towns; they might carefully search the 
resorts of the most degraded, and they might 
take their pick from the worst of their vagrants 
and sneak thieves, and they would hardly find 
men so depraved as to sell themselves for the 
trifles which serve to beguile these aldermen. 

A bribe is‘a bribe, whether large or small, but 
the man in public office who accepts a contemp- 
tible bribe shows himself to be not only corrupt, 
but ignorant; not only ignorant, but shameless; 
not only shameless, but a scroundrel so low and 
mean as to be obviously unfit for human asso- 
ciation. It is material of this kind with which 
our rich bribe givers work. 

That such creatures can be elected to city 
councils in every important American town is a 
standing reproach to elementary decency and 
fundamental democracy. The “superior” men 
who create the demand for them must be reached 
in some fashion.

NONE OF THE GOVERNMENT’S BUSINESS. 

The Government is wasting valuable time in- 
vestigating the tipping custom on Pullman cars. 
What business is it of the Unitéd States Govern- 
ment how a private. citizen spends his money in 
his private affairs? There is no better ground 
for this tipping inquiry than there would be to 
question a passenger on the dinner he orders vn 
the dining car or the price he pays for it. - 

We have become so accustomed to the busy 
meddling of the government in all the relations 
of life that we are apt to overlook the imperten- 
ence of this governmental curiosity in the case uf 
the Pullman porters. The public is prone to ac- 
cept it as a legitimate part of an inquiry into the 
public relations of a corporation doing interstate 
business. . 

The custom of tipping is objectionable, but it is 
not a custom to be extinguished by law. Amer- 
icans like to do as they please in all private 
matters which are lawful and which do not in- 
terfere with the lawful rights of others. Tipping 
is none of the government’s business. 
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THE QUESTION OF ALIMONY. 

The difficulty, and often impossibility; of en- 
forcing an order for alimony is one of the worst 
features of the divorce evil. But cannot the prob- 
lem be solved without bringing the omission to 
pay within the power to commit for contempt? 

It will be conceded that all court orders issued 
with constitutional authority should be obeyed, 
but the case of alimony is peculiar, if not singular. 
To subject defaulters to punishment for contempt 
might work injury to many well-meaning men 
whose circumstances may be pleaded in their be- 
half. ‘ 

Cannot the question be solved by making ali- 
mony an essential part of the divorce decree itse!f 
in the discretion of the judge? In case of a 
well-to-do man there need be no difficulty. Ali- 
mony can be assessed in a lump sum and he may 
be compelled to settle. If the husband is a poor 
man or a man whose income is precarious, the 
decree can be suspended until he makes suitable 
provision. This will not only insure support to 
the wife, but make it impossible for the husband 
to assume the responsibility of a second family 
béfore he has completely discharged his obliga- 
tions to the first. 
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CHRISTMAS IS TOO LITERARY. 

The popular notion that Christmas is a season 
of snow and sleighbells is prevalent in nearly all 
parts of the country, but the facts do not support 
it. A snowy Christmas is a very rare phenomenon, 
except in the extreme North. 

It is what may be called the literary theory of 
Christmas, like the Hterary theory of the con- 
stitution. The books say one thing, the facts 
the other, and so much the worse for the facts. 
For many years the American Santa Claus has 
‘been represented as coming and going in his 
sledge drawn by reindeer, moving through snow 
which in most places has not been seen in suf- 
ficient. quantities for sleighing on Christmas for 
half a century.

He is supposed to know many secrets of the household and is taken to 
her new menage, which is dominated by another spy who gets Yevsey a 
clerkship in the police. The woman kills herself; Yevsey gets into trouble 
through repeating some revclutionary talk and is permitted to escape the pen- 
aliy by joining the Deparrment of Safety. 

The superfluousness- of the «py system, its degrading incidents are painted 
in heavy strokes. Yevsey, weak of soul, squirms and would lead a clean life, 
but betrays the girl he loves and his cousin, Yashka, under the dominion ‘of 
Sasha, a spy. In the reign of terror he sees Sasha's hand in the counter revo- 
lution, in ‘the slaughter of tnnocent people and decides that he will kill Sasha.

At the same time 
he urges the young boys who accept hig 
proposition to also save the nickels and 
dimes they would otherwise have spent 
for tobacco and drinks and put them 
with their account. 

He figures that if the boys will do 
this, none will arrive at the age of 21 
years without having enough to take 
them through college or give them a 
good start in life. 

Mr. Saucerman is reputed to be worth 
$150,000. The new organization he is per- 
fecting toi help boys is te be known as 
“The Trimmer Band.’ To. demonstrate 
his earnestness he has started a bank 
account in the name of “The Trimmer 
Band,”’ $6000 of which je drawing Anker 
est.

Profane and slang language. 

Mr. Saucerman has already organized 
one club in Des Moines. He is not go- 
ing to be content with accepting the: 
boys who will come to him. On the 
contrary, he has employed at his ex- 
pense a State organizer, who is to tra- 
vel over Iowa seeking recruits. J. B. 
Hammond, formerly secretary of the 
State Prohibition party, has taken up 
this work. 

“I believe that Se EAS of young 
men have had what would be brilliant 
careers..cut, short, by the use of drink 
and tobacco,’”,said Mr. Saucerman. ‘If 
I ‘can save,some of these boys to use- 
fulness to their country and fellow .be- 
ings, I will feel that I have accomplished 
something in my life. I have consulted 
with my wife on this subject and she 
is heartily in accord with the plan.”’

SMITH ASKS WVARRANTS 


Building Commissioner ays lie 
Falkenhainer Refused to 
Help Enforce Law. 











The net results of the pledge of the 
Board of Education, given to the Com- 
missioner of Public Buildings more than 
six months ago, to equip each of the 
30 or 40 old and dangerous public school 
buildings in St. Louis with safety fire 
escapes, are one outside fire escape, 
oné inclosed inside fire escape, and plans 
for two others. 

Bullding Commissioner Smith says 
that there has been such an unsatis- 
factory compliance with the board's 
pledge that he was forced to renew his 
demand upon Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Palkenhainer for warrants 
against members of the Board of Edu- 
cation for violation of the building laws. 

An outside fire escape has been put 
on the Bryan Hill school at Twentieth 
and John streets. It is.so satisfactory 
that it is used as an exit regularly’ by 
the children. Interior fire escapes have 
been put in the Columbi= School. This 
consists of a stairway on the inside of 
fire-proof walls, and are entirely sat- 
isfactory to the city building depart- 
ment, 

Building — —— Smith says 
that Mr. Falkenhainer, acting as judge 
and jury, has refused to issue warrants 
against members of the Board of — 
cation. 


Tried to Enforce the Law. 
“I have done everything I could to en- 


force .the building laws against the 
Board ot Education to compel it to do 
what it ought to do without any com- 
pulsion,”” said Mr. Smith. “I have in- 
sisted that the public school buildings 
of this city should be made safe, so 
that in the event of a fire the Collin- 
wood disaster will not be . duplicated 
here. 

‘Dr. Magoon,, president of the board, 
promised mé faithfully that fire escapes 
would be put on 30 or 40 old and dan- 
gerous buildings. I want to say for Dr. 
Magoon that I belfleve he made the 
pledge in good faith, and intended to 
carry it out. 

“But somewhere in the Board of Edu- 
cation there has been a stubborn resist- 
ance against compliance with the plain 
letter of. the law. i think if I put my 
finger on William B. Ittner, commis- 
sioner of public school buildings, I 
would not be far from the storm center 
of this resistance against a plain, duty 
that the Board of Education owes to the 
school children of the city. 

‘When the Board of Education itself

opinion, setting the best example for the 
children it is trying to educate: to be 
law-abiding. Neither is it doing its duty 
in the matter of protecting the lives of 
children who are forced to attend school 
in the unsafe buildings. 


New Buildings to Be Erected, 
‘Whatever may happen, the responsi- 


bility, will not be mine. I was told that 
the Board of Education proposed to col- 
lect and expend $5,000,000 for new build- 
ings to replace the old ones. It will 
take four or five years to do this work, 
and there is no’reason I can see why the 
old buildings should be left in an unsafe 
condition, while ‘new ones are being 
planned and erected. For $500 fire es- 
capes can be put on an old building to 
make it safe.” 

Commissioner Ittner said a new Hum- 
boldt School is to be built at Ninth and 
Sidney streets to replace the old build- 
ing which is on Third street. The new 
building ‘will cost $167,000. It will. be a 
fire proof building, three stories high.

cost of $90,000. There will be spent $100,- 
(y in remodeling the Carr School at 
Twenty-third and Carr streets, and $85, -

Chemical Analysis May Show 
Cause of Death of Reu- 
ben F. Parrish. 





PHYSICIAN IS ACCUSED 





Prosecuting Attorney of Ben- 
| ton, Ill., Seeks Evidence 
Against Doctor. 





The body of Reuben F. Parrish, the 


former station agent of Mulkeytown, 


Ill., has been exhumed by the prosecut- 
ing authorities of Franklin County, and 
the stomach, parts of the kidneys and 
liver have been sent to Dr. C. W. Lil- 
lie of East St. Louis, for chemical an- 
nalysis. 

The exhumation was made by Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Hickman of Benton, 
who employed Dr. Howard Morman of 
Christopher, and Dr. White of Rich- 
view, to make a post-mortem exami- 
nation and remove the parts to be an- 
alyzed. 

Dr. Benjamin F. Brayfield, one -of 
the most prominent physicians in South- 
ern ‘Illinois, is under indictment in con- 
nection with Parrish’s death. He is 
charged with administering poison to 
Parrish, who died March ll. The in- 
dictment was the result of an investi- 
gation made by the Modern Woodmen 
in which order Parrish was insured for 
$1000. It refused to pay the policy. 

The fact has never been established 
that Parrish was poisoned, but the 
Grand Jury indicted Dr. Brayfield. 

The body was quietly exhumed Thufs- 
day, and the stomach, liver and kid- 
neys were taken to Dr. Lillie’s office 
to be analyzed. It will be about three 
weeks before the analysis is completed. 
The body, which was buried in a metal- 
lic casket, was in an excellent state of 
preservation. If poison was adminis- 
tered .the prosecuting authorities of 
Franklin County are confident a chem- 
ica] analysis will show it.
